HE church, the name by which the 

people of God are called in this dis- 
pensation, began its activities and develop- 
ment when the disciples were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost on the day of 
Pentecost. It was then that the Holy 
Ghost came into the world officially, and 
from that time the church, or Holy 
Ghost age, which are one and the same, 
dates. The entire administration of the 
church was committed to the Holy 
Ghost, and is to so continue until Jesus 
returns to earth again. Jesus having ac- 
complished His earthly ministry and sac- 
rificial death upon the cross, ascended to 
the right hand of the Father and sent the 
Holy Ghost, who has been called “‘The 
Vicar of Christ”, to fill His place and 


continue His work on earth, 


THE HOLY GHOST THE ADMINIS- 
TRATOR 


The Holy Ghost is the great Adminis- 
trator in all of the activities of the 
church on earth, directing all, even to the 
slightest details, according to the divine 
plan, bringing all into subjection to the 
will of Him who is the Head. 

The gospel message is sent forth in the 
power of the Holy Ghost, who presses it 
home to the hearts of the unsaved, pro- 
ducing conviction which is followed by 
repentance and faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the result being the birth of the 
Spirit, by which men are made new crea- 
tures in Christ. To this great fact the 
Holy Ghost bears witness. We read furth- 
er of “the sanctification of the Spirit,” 
also of being “sanctified by the Holy 
Ghost”, though the means used is “the 
blood of Jesus”. And now we read of 
that climax of experiences, the Comfort- 
er, the Holy Ghost, coming into the be- 
liever’s heart to abide. So the Christian 
lives and walks in the Spirit, is taught and 
led of the Spirit, and is empowered and 
used by the Spirit. This is that life which 
is “hid with Christ in God’’, the life of 
Jesus reproduced in us by the ministry 
of the Holy Ghost. 

THE HOLY GHOST IN THE GOV- 

ERNMENT OF THE CHURCH 

Very significant words are Acts 20:28 
(R. V.), “Take heed unto yourselves and 
to all the flock in which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you bishops, to feed the 
Church of God.” The bishops, or pastors, 
were appointed by the Holy Ghost. God’s 
leaders were ever of divine appointment. 
Jesus when on earth, said, “I have chos- 
en you”. St. Paul says of Jesus, “When 
he ascended on high, he led captivity cap- 
tive and gave gifts unto men....And he 
gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; 
and some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
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and teachers; for the perfecting of the 
unto the work of the ministry, 


saints, 
unto the building up of the body 
of Christ.” (Eph. 4:8, 11, 12.) So 


it is Jesus now seated in heaven, the 
“Head over all things to His Church,” 
who directs the construction of the body, 
appointing all the offices through which 
the work is to be carried on. But it is the 
Holy Ghost whom He has sent down, 
who fills those offices and superintends 
that construction which is “builded to- 
gether for an habitation of God in the 
Spirit.” It is said, “Ye are the temple of 
God.’’ Whose right is it then to sit in 
that temple and administer? The Holy 
Ghost’s, and His alone. It is His to ap- 
point, empower and direct the church of- 
ficiary. To Him they are ever amenable. 


THE HOLY GHOST IN THE WOR- 
SHIP OF THE CHURCH 


Can there be anything from _ the 
greatest to the smallest that we are called 
to do in performing the worship of God’s 
house, in which the Holy Ghost is not 
the essential agent? Individuals truly are 
the channels in and through which He 
acts, but apart from His inspiration and 
guidance there can be no worship. Let us 
notice the different parts of spiritual 
worship, and the relation of the Holy 
Ghost to each: 

First, preaching is considered essential 
in the great work of the gospel. But in 
what consists its inspiration and power? 
The Apostle Peter would answer, “We 
have preached the gospel unto you with 
the Holy Ghost sent down from heaven”. 
And this is the apostolic standard. “In 
the Holy Ghost” literally. The true min- 
ister does not use the Spirit, but the Spirit 
uses him. He speaks in the power of the 
Holy Ghost. St. Paul declared that his 
message was “Jesus and him crucified’,, 
spoken not in enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, “but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and power.” And again to the 
Thessalonians he says, “Our gospel came 
not unto you in word only, but also in 
power and in the Holy Ghost.” Apostolic 
preaching was followed by “signs and 
wonders with divers miracles, and gifts 
of the Holy Ghost, according to his 
will” (Heb. 2:4), and received “with 
joy ot the Holy Ghost” (1 Thess. 1:6), 
and “the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
which heard the word” (Acts 10:44). 
We do not ignore the human element ia 
preaching, nor would we discount good 


spiritual training as a preparation for this 
high calling, but we would warn of the 
danger of making supreme that which 
God has made subordinate. The secret of 
apostolic preaching is given in one sent- 
ence: “With the Holy Ghost sent down 
from heaven.” 


Second, prayer is a most vital element 
in the worship of the church. Jesus com- 
plied with the request of His disciples 
and taught them to pray after the man- 
ner of John’s disciples, which was a 
form, as they had not yet come to the 
dispensation of grace and of the Spirit. 
As Jesus faced His crucifixion, He an- 
nounced the coming of the Comforter, 
and taught His disciples of the great 
mystery of prayer as John could not have 
taught his disciples. “Hitherto,” He says, 
“ye have asked nothing in my name.” 
And now that He is soon to enter upon 
His mediatorial office at the right of the 
Father and send the Comforter to His 
discipies, He makes this wonderful state- 
ment, ““Whatsoever ye shall ask the Fath- 
er in my name, he will give it you” 
(John 16:23), “In my name” is not to 
be taken as a password or mere formula, 
but “in me”, as entering into His person 
and appropriating His will. Just as tho 
Jesus stood in God’s presence and made 
intercession. And not “as though”, but as 
a literal fact. We are identified with 
Christ through the Holy Ghost sent 
down, and His will is wrought in us by 
the Holy Ghost so that our will is His 
will, being inspired by his Spirit who 
lives and breathes in us. So we may know 
that we are always heard for we are in 
Him who can boldly say to the Father, 
“I know that thou always hearest me.” 
The mediatorship of Christ with the 
Father, and the mediatorship of the Holy 
Ghost with us give us this exalted privi- 
lege of prayer “in the name of Jesus,” 
for it is “through him we both have ac- 
cess by one Spirit unto the Father.” We 
read of “praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit.” And 
(Rom, 8:26) we read of “the Spirit 
helping our infirmity” and making “in- 
tercession for us” which is “according to 
the will of God.” Thus we see that the 
Holy Ghost is doing in us the same thing 
that Jesus in heaven is doing for us, and 
here is revealed too, the plan of the glori- 
fied Chirst, in helping those who know 
not what to pray for as they ought, 
teaching them not in an outward form, 
but by an inner guidance. 


Third, the service of song and its re- 
lation to the Spirit is another element of 
worship which needs to be strongly em-

FATHER DIVINE 

Several months ago we published an 
article concerning the activities of Father 
Divine. Again we give you a quotation 
taken from the writings of Keith L. 
Brooks, editor of Prophecy: 

Months ago “Prophecy” suggested that 
the notorious “Father Divine”, Negro 
false prophet of New York, who appar- 
ently has unlimited financial resources to 
feed multitudes and spread his anti-Chris- 
tian teachings, was backed by Com- 
munists.

I have harnessed 
the mentalities of millions and am bring- 
ing all powers into subjection by the 
conscious recognition of my presence.” 

Says a streaming headline: “God Has 
Come In His Own Tabernacle—The 
Tangible Presence of God on the Earth 
Plane Is the Body of Father Divine.” 

“All criticisms,” says the father, “are 
as chaff before the winds in the presence 
of my infinite spirit. Naught can hurt, 
for the spirit of my presence as the 
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creator, author and finisher of all things 
is within itself all power.” 

Who are the thousands that some day 
will be mobilized? If already he has 
power to make the mentalities of thou- 
sands believe there is no God but him- 
self, is he not capable of wielding his Sa- 
tanic power for bringing the Communist 
revolution to a head in our country?

COMMUNISM IN MEXICO

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Mexico City Sept. Sth and published in 
the Daily Oklahoman states, “A decree 
officially described as ‘reforming and 
clarifying’ previous laws governing the 
nationalization of religious properties, 
was made public Thursday. 

“In addition to re-affirming that all 
Churches, Schools, Convents and Reli- 
gious buildings of all kinds are property 
of the Nation, it provides that any build- 
ing in which RELIGIOUS WORSHIP IS 
HABITUALLY PRACTICED or reii- 
gious education provided SHALL BE 
CONSIDERED NATIONAL PROPER- 
7. 

That would include even a residence 
where prayer meetings are held as well as 
church buildings. Or any place where a 
Sunday School is carried on. 

SAYS MEXICANS CRUSH RELIGION 

The following statements regarding re- 
ligious conditions in Old Mexico are by 
Cardinal Hayes: 

An organized minority, controlling 
both ballots and bullets has been able to 
pass laws that violate every human right; 
laws which take from the people freedom 
of speech, freedom of assemblage, free- 
dom of education and freedom of con- 
science, 

Here are the concrete facts: 

1—The Federal Constitution in Mexico 
gives the Government absolute power to 
infringe upon the domain of the church 
and to usurp the functions of its govern- 
ment, 

2—Thousands of churches have been 
closed. 

3—In fourteen out of thirty-two states

wre goeth a warfare any time at 
his own charges? who planteth a 
vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feedeth a flock and eat- 
eth not of the milk of the flock?” 1 
Cor. 9:7. “Woe is unto me, if I preach 
not the gospel of God.” 1 Cor. 9:16. 

Introduction: Paul’s charge to Timothy 
was to preach the word and for him to 
be on the job in season and out of season. 
Not out of ‘reason’, but preach the Word 
well seasoned for the occasion. Some 
preachers’ messages are out of reason for 
the occasion. They preach on the theme 
of repentance on Sunday morning, then 
at the night service their theme is on 
tithing or some other doctrinal sermon. 
According to Paul’s statement, the 
preacher is under obligation, according to 
his holy calling, for the ministerial work, 
without price or charge. He is bound by 
the holy calling of God to deliver his 
soul, for necessity is laid upon him, and 
woe unto him that preach not the gos- 
pel. For if he preach the gospel willingly 
he has a reward, but if against his will a 
dispensation of the gospel is committed 
unto him, so we will consider the reward 
of the faithful minister. 

VIEW NUMBER ONE 

We made the statement in the intro- 
duction of this theme, that the minister 
is under a holy obligation to preach the 
gospel without price, that is, have no set 
price for his labor as a minister. His duty 
as a pastor is to feed his flock with good, 
wholesome, spiritual food, and with good 
doctrinal messages to give light to his 
flock, that they might understand what 
they ought to do, and according to Brotl:- 
er Peter’s statement the flock is bound 
under the same obligations to obey th 
gospel. The preacher must preach or quit, 
and you, as the flock or members of the 
Church of God, are under obligation to 
obey the gospel or there is a woe com- 
mitted unto you. 

After searching the Scriptures we find 
that the Lord did not forget the shepherd 
of the flock and that He would have to 
eat as well as the sheep. So He _ very 
plainly outlined His plan for their sup- 
port in the ministerial work. He has His 
plan so well constructed and organized 
that He has set the price for the 
shepherd’s support Himself. The price has 
already been handed to you. Malachi has 
given you His plan of support. Paul gives 
us the exact price to pay. Heb. 7:2. If 
the preacher is under obligation to preach, 
you are under the same obligation to pay 
your tithes, and that of the first-fruits of 
your increase, not after all your bills are 
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paid. The Lord has ordained that the 
shepherd that feeds the flock or preaches 
the gospel, should live of the gospel, not 
on the gospel, but he is to feed the flock, 
and in turn the flock is to feed him with 
their carnal things. Paul says, “If any 
would not work (preach) neither should 
he eat.” If your pastor doesn’t preach, 
have his authority as pastor revoked. If he 
works, (not plowing old Beck but 
preaching the gospel and feeding your 
hungry souls on good messages of love), 
then it is your duty to support him with 
carnal things. Don’t muzzle the mouth of 
the pastor that delivereth out the Word. 
Let him get a blade now and then. 


“Who goeth a warfare at his own 
charges?”” When the war was declared 
against the enemy of our nation, Uncle 
Sam needed some good soldiers to go on 
the warfare to fight for his country. He 
did not say, ““Now, boys, I want you to 
fight a good warfare and you will have 
to support yourselves during the battle.” 
No, Uncle Sam said, “Boys, you fight and 
I will support you.” The boys were not 
fighting for themselves, but for their 
country. Neither is your pastor fighting 
this battle for himself, but for his cap- 
tain and your soul’s welfare, so it falls 
your lot to support him so that he can 
stay on the front firing lines, fighting 
against the enemy of your souls. 


VIEW NUMBER TWO 


“Who planteth a vineyard and eateth 
not of the fruit thereof?” The vineyard 
that Paul was speaking of here is rep- 
resented as the flock, or the church 
members, that the pastor has in charge. 
The sower or planter is the shepherd of 
the flock. It is the pastor’s duty to plant 
good seed, keep them worked good, and 
keep them well fertilized and watered 
with soul-stirring messages that will 
strengthen the plants of the vineyard. 
The pastor of this vineyard has a big job 
on his shoulders and heart, to keep the 
right kind of plowing (messages) to keep 
a good healthy spiritual growth in the 
vineyard. He has a lot of studying and 
praying to do to be able to give you the 
right kind of instructions at the right 
time. So to enable you to receive a bless- 
ing and be edified, he must pray over his 
messages before he undertakes to deliver 
them, and he must have time to pray for 
the upbuilding of the church, for the 
sick, for the sickly lambs that are almost 
spiritually dead, for the sinners, for the 
complainers, for the busybodies, grumb- 
lers, and for all the conflicts of the 
Church, which is a burden for the pastor 


to carry, or at least it usually falls on 
him, 

And besides all these things, which 
come upon him daily, he must have rest 
for his body. He can’t work ten hours a 
day and then at the night service feed 
your souls until your cups will run over. 
Give him some fruit from the vineyard, 
and he will be able to give you some 
fruit from the Word of life; starve him 
and he will starve your soul; feed him 
with the fruits of your income and he 
will feed you with good messages that hc 
has prayed down from the throne 
of grace. Don’t be narrow-minded and 
self-willed as to think that the pastor 
doesn’t have anything to do but sit 
around and eat up the poor little weas'ey 
church members’ groceries, A real pastor 
works hard on his sermons and prays a 
lot, and if you will support him so he 
can do this then when you go to church 
and he preaches one of his good prayed- 
down messages under the mighty power 
and demonstration of the Holy Ghost, 
your cup of joy will run over. 

Say, brother, sister, that message that 
your pastor preached was not free at all. 
He did not get it from an apple tree, or 
a big bush; it took hard work to get that 
Spirit-filled message to your thirsty souls. 
What? Yes, your pastor had to study, 
pray, think, read and consecrate himself 
for that message. And when you thought 
he was sitting around, eating, and in a 
rocking chair of ease, he was off in his 
secret place of prayer, praying with tear- 
dimmed eyes, for that message to feed 
you on at the regular service. I can hear 
someone say, “Our pastor works and 
preaches too, and sometimes he says he 
doesn’t know what he is going to preach 
about until he enters the church or pul- 
pit.” Say, brother, no doubt your pastor 
preaches as good as could be expected of 
him, not that he is such a little preacher, 
but that he has to work and can’t study 
His Bible. As you say, he doesn’t know 
what he is going to preach about and 
when he gets thru you can’t tell what Ne 
did preach about, except that he told you 
a little of most everything in the Bible. 
Take heed to the Bible method and sup- 
port the same pastor that you have. (A 
change is not necessary every time). Just 
give him time to study and pray down a 
good subject so he can take a text and 
stay with it, then you will realize that 
your little preacher is a better one than 
you thought him to be. Rambling or 
jumping from “this to that” subject is 
good, but to take a theme and fill it with

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AY we, like Jude, saints and servants 

of Jesus Christ, write to them that 
are sanctified by God the Father, and 
preserved by Jesus Christ and _ called. 
Jude 1. 

“For God hath not called us to un- 
cleanness, but unto holiness.” 

“Even so now yield your members 
servants to righteousness unto holiness.” 
Romans 6:19. 

Some time ago the appeal was mads 
for the saints to pray an hour each day. 
Have you kept the vow or have you 
grown weary in well doing and left it 
gone undone? Surely those who devote an 
hour in prayer do become and feel blessed 
by this hour of consecrated life. Our 
mission in writing this is to help you see 
the need of a consecrated life every hour 
of the day. 

Our lesson for this occasion is found 
in Romans 12. Paul was a wonderful maa 
of God, baptized with the Holy Spirit, 
and in the first verse he says, “I beseech 
you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service.” In con- 
secration, we present both soul and body. 
This is only a reasonable service; it’s not 
a hard service, but one free from sin and 
the devil. 

Now Christ had a mission to fulfill 
and a work to do, so also has the Holy 
Spirit. After Christ’s mission was ful- 
filled (coming to this world and dying 
on the cross), His spirit is still working 
and saving man from his sins. The Lord 
spent His last days here on earth teaching 
His disciples about the mission and work 
of the Holy Ghost and what they must 
do to receive Him. Remember how weak 
and unconcerned they were before He 
blessed them just before His ascension. 
But they returned to Jerusalem with great 
joy and went direct to the upper room to 
wait for the promise. After several days 
of consecrating all their time to prayer 
and supplication, the Holy Ghost des- 
cended, giving them power to face this 
world of sin and sorrow. I would to God 
that we saints would feel the need of the 
power of Pentecost. 

Read 2 Peter 1:1-11. Peter knew what 
it meant to live a consecrated life, but 
yet he knew that some were very weak. 
In verse nine he makes it plain that some 
are so unconcerned that they have forgot- 
ten they have been purged from their old 
sins. In the next verse he tells us if we 
do the things commanded in the first of 
this chapter, that we shall never fall. 1 
Peter 4:17 reads thus: “For the time is 
come that judgment must begin at the 
house of God: and if it first begin at us, 
what shall the end be of them that obey 
not the gospel?” We ofttimes sing the 
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Consecration 


song, “All To Jesus I Surrender,”  let’s 
practice this as well as sing it. May we 
realize the age we are living in and the 
condition of the majority of professed 
Christians and church members. The 
modern churches of today know nothing 
of the doctrine of the Holy Ghost. This 
of course, is partly the preacher’s fault, 
and partly the members of his flock. This 
is a personal salvation, everyone will an- 
swer for his own sins, but if you are a 
stumblingblock to some, be careful that 


their blood won’t be required at your 
hands should they die. 
Many, many of the preachers today 


have never been called of God but are out 
for the loaves and fishes and have been 
trained in some school for years for the 
ministry and know nothing of the power 
of God or a consecrated life. If the blind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into the 
ditch. People join the church as they 
would some worldly organization and are 
far from knowing anything about the 
Holy Ghost. The modern preacher’s ser- 
mons are usually on modern or ancient 
history or some foreign country and most 
everything but God’s Word. Can you not 
see the need of more consecrated ministers 
and church members? Should some of 
God’s Holy Ghost filled people go to hear 
them preach they would feel they were in 
a cold pack. But thank God, there are 
still some people who are on fire for God. 
Now is the time we need to prove our sal- 
vation and love by living a consecrated 
life before the world. Jesus Christ is our 
exampe and we are examples to the 
world. Remember some one is watching 
you. Would you be willing for some one 
to follow in your steps, and do you be- 
lieve they would make it thru? If you 
have grown cold in God’s Spirit, now is 
the time to pray thru and determine in 
your heart that you will live a conse- 
crated life. Peter even went as far as to 
curse and to deny Christ but it wasn’t 
but a few days after that till he preached 
a sermon after Pentecost was fully come 
and three thousand souls were saved. You 
see it doesn’t take long to do something 
for God when you get consecrated to 
Him. It may be hard and mean a sacri- 
fice sometimes, but James tells us to, 
“Take, my brethren, the prophets who 
have spoken in the name of the Lord, for 
an example of suffering affliction, and of 
patience. Behold, we count them happy 
which endure. Ye have heard of the pa- 
tience of Job, and have seen the end of 
the Lord; that the Lord is very pitiful, 
and of tender mercy.” Job came out vic- 
torious after a consecrated life during a 
time of trouble. If God be for us, who 
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can be against us? 

Space will not permit us to refer to 
too many characters of the Bible, but 
you who read your Bible know them. Our 
aim is only te stir up your pure mind by 
way of remembrance. Let us think of 
Paul, that good consecrated, Holy Ghost- 
filled man of God. I would that every 
saint were so consecrated that we would 
say as Paul, “What will thou have me to 
do?” The words expressed the essence of 
his life. His consecration was perfect and 
complete. There was no weak place in his 
armor. He was not carried around by ev- 
ery wind of doctrine. With him it was 
either yea or nay. He bore all his 
hardships, and “nothing, great or small, 
was able to change him in his purpose to 
do the will of God.” He did not consider 
lvs life or possessions of any value com- 
pared to being a faithful, consecrated 
servant, sanctified and meet for the Mas- 
ter’s use. In writing to the Thessalonians 
in the first book and fifth chapter, he 
exhorts them to live a consecrated life. 
Can we not take his advice today? In the 
seventeenth verse he commands us to pray 
without ceasing. Do you keep this com- 
mandment? So many people pray such 
unreasonable prayers it would scare them 
to death should they be answered. Now 
there is a difference in praying and just 
saying a few words. The Lord knows 
what we have need of before we ask, so 
iet the Holy Ghost make intercession for 
you when you pray. Ask anything in 
faith believing and it shall be granted un- 
to you. We are promised the desires of our 
heart if we live consecrated. Paul, when 
writing to the Philippian brethren said, 
“Let this mind be in you, which was also 
in Christ Jesus.” In verse eight he said, 
“And being found in fashion as a man, 
he humbled himself, and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the cross.” 
May we exhort ourselves to the same con- 
secration. Christ said to “take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I am 
meek and lowly at heart, and ye shell find 
rest unto your souls.” What more could 
we ask? In conclusion about Paul, Ict us 
run this race like he did and finish in his 
order and rank if we expect to be raised 
out from among the dead ones, whether 
living or dead. 


A deeper consecrated life applies to the 
church as a whole as well as to the in- 
dividual, Peter says, “Ye also, as lively 
stones are built up a spiritual house, an 
holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual sac- 
rifices, acceptable to God, by Jesus 
Christ.” In the same chapter he says, 
“But ye are a chosen generation, a royal 


' priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar peo- 


ple; that ye should show forth the praises 
of him who hath called you out of dark- 
ness into his marvelous light.” It is a

Final Report on My Latin 
American Mission Tour 
By J. H. INGRam 


RITING from Barbados, British 

West Indies, in my last article, I 
reported that there were fifteen churches 
with their pastors and deacons ready to 
come with us in the Church of God, and 
of how God was working in the Spirit ir 
order to bring us together in the unity of 
the faith. Interest began to increase as 
time went on and before I left this num- 
ber had increased to twenty-one churches, 
including two missions lately coming 
from the Church of England. 


Then another brother who has a nice 
native-stone church in Bridgetown, which 
cost $7,000.00 to build, announced he 
was ready to fellowship with us. They 
have around seventy members enrolled. 
Also a lady missionary, formerly of Cali- 
fornia, who has three churches in her 
charge, came inquiring the way to Zion— 
the Church of God. And besides all this, 
there is another brother who has a group 
of churches here—five in number—who 
we feel will come with us before we arc 
through. I was unable to meet this man, 
owing to my time being limited. So there 
is a possibility of us gaining the entire 
aggregation for the Church of God if we 
can get just a little help in financing the 
work over there. These churches, many 
of them, have around a hundred members 
and the thirty churches in question have 
a combined membership of perhaps fifteen 
hundred. We have ample ministerial help 
to preperly care for the work and it will 
not be necessary to have an overseer from 
America to go there and live; in fact, it 
is rather difficult for other missionaries 
to enter Barbados at the present time 
and those coming have to get permission 
from His Majesty, the King of England, 
or his duly appointed representative. I 
cannot use other people’s names too free- 
ly nor give any definite report on the 
mission turnover in this field until we 
see what the outcome of our present ne- 


gotiations will be. Do not get the idea, 
any of you, that Barbados is a heathen 
country, for it is yust the opposite, being 
one of the highest civilized little colonies 
in the world, and one of the most chris- 
tianized. Our main work here  conse- 
quently will be to give them a fuller and 
more detailed message on the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, the Church, and the

coming kingdom. 
THE RETURN TRIP 
The Hamburg American Liner “Cor- 
dillera,” on which I sailed from Costa 
Rica on her last outward trip to Ger- 


many a few weeks previous, returned 
from Europe and picked me up at Bridge- 
town, Barbados, Aug. 3, to land me in 
Panama eight days later. We made short 
calls in several ports en route, including 
Port of Spain in Trinidad, Puerto Cabello 
and La Guaira in Venezuela, S. A.; Wil- 
lenstadt Curacao, Dutch West Indies, and 
Puerto Colombia and Cartagena in Co- 
lombia, $. A. We enjoyed fine weather 
with smooth seas all the way in both the 
South Atlantic and the Caribbean sea. It 
was Venezuela where I had felt so defin- 
itely to go and I believe yet God is try- 
ing to work out something there for us, 
although I sometimes fear we have waited 
too long as the door to this great mission 
field is already practically closed against 
outsiders, as practically all members of 
the clergy, including priests of the Rom- 
an Catholic faith, are forbidden to land 
in Venezuela unless they have permission 
from the president of the Republic. But 
thank God, they have not gone com- 
munist, for no one holding these beliefs 
is permitted to enter the country in 
known. I think it was through fear of 
some radical element entering through 
disguise, with a view to overthrow their 
good civil government, that brought 
about the present rule restricting the 
clergy. In La Guaira I went ashore and 
after pressing my request in three intez- 
views with the “‘prefecto” (chief of the 
port officials), was given a pass to 
visit Caracas, the capital of the republic, 
and left by train immediately for the lat- 
ter city. 

From La Guaira the mountains rise ab- 
ruptly from the sea and are very rugged. 
It is only about eight miles by air course 
to Caracas, but about twenty-four there 
by train which was pulled by a powerful 
electric engine. Zigzagging back and 


forth around precipice after precipice, 
over bridges and through tunnels was 
somewhat of a hair-raising experience, 


until we finally topped the summit at 
this point and dropped down into a beau- 
tiful green valley where we entered the 
city proper at an elevation of around 
4,000 feet above the sea. There is a mod- 
ern concrete highway which practically 
fol'ows the railroad right-of-way. The 
trains operate on an hourly schedule be- 
twene La Guaira and Caracas, with priv- 
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ate autos at any desired hour. Arriving at 
the capital, I went directly to the foreign 
relations office hoping to meet the minis- 
ter of foreign relations, but finding he 
was out of his office for the day and it 
nearly time for the last train to leave 
which would connect the ship before it 
sailed, I was escorted by the capital police 
to the International Political Office 
where I was introduced to Senor Delfin 
Enrique Paex, chief of the direction serv- 
ice, who gave me his card and presented 
me with a copy of the alien laws printed 
in four languages, which contained all 
the. information I needed. Then when I 
got back to the ship a letter was awaiting 
me from Rev. Gerard A. Bailly, founder 
of the Hebron Institute and Missionary 
Association in Caracas, who was wanting 
to know more about the Church of God 
which hitherto was unknown to him inso- 
far as the literal organized body with 
headquarters at Cleveland, Tenn., was 
concerned. 

Don’t you think we are just a little bit 
tardy in heralding this full gospel mes- 
sage to our neighbors beyond the sea? 
“Also I heard the voice of the Lord say- 
ing, Whom sha!l I send, and who will go 
for us?” Isa. 6:8. There is a great stir on 
in the religious (Christian) world at this 
time, the sifting time is at hand it seems, 
with many going the way of the chaff, 
but thank the Lord, the wheat is being 
gathered into the garner. Many prominent 
ministers and missionaries who heretofore 
gave little thought to the question of a 
literal organized body as regards the 
Lord’s Church in these latter days, are 
now inquiring the way home, Should not 
this move us to greater activity in going 
to the rescue of these precious brethren 
with our prayers and finance since thev 
dare stand for the truth in the face of 
seemingly unsurmountable difficulties, 
unknown to those called to minister in 
the homeland? 

Brother Bailly came to this field as a 
Christian and Missionary Alliance worker 
thirty-eight years ago, having received 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost according 
to Acts 2:4, since that time. 

Arriving in Panama, I had five days to 
wait for the connecting steamer, during 
which time I held meetings in Colon and 
Panama City and established a church 
with twenty-two members in Colon. 
Brother J. N. Cumberbatch is in charge 
of the work here, which is very promis- 
ing. We have a mixed congregation of 
natives and West Indian folks. The pre- 
liminary work necessary to the establish- 
ing of the church has been done in Pa- 
nama City. We have a good preacher and 
a number of folks ready to come with us 
as soon as we can arrange for a place for 
them to meet in worship. I met a Pente- 
costal brother at this place by the name 
of A. F, Edwards who has about five 
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churches among the natives. There are 
five members of this family including the 
brother, his wife, a single boy, and a mar- 
ried son and his wife. They seem greatly 
interested and showed me no little kina- 
ness. 

The last leg of my homeward journey 
was 3,000 miles long and began at the 
Atlantic end of the Panama Canal, on 
board the S. S. Pennsylvania of The Pana- 
ma Pacific Line. The passage of the canal 
which is classed as one of the world’s 
greatest travel thrills, was accomplished 
in about seven hours and was an experi- 
ence of a lifetime, for while I had crossed 
a half dozen times by train had flown 
across twice, it was my first trip by ship. 
The giant turbo-electric ship on which I 
took passage, with its nine decks and 
with a width of 80 feet by 613 feet in 
length, displacing more than 33,000 tons, 
was lifted step by step as the waters 
poured in the locks until we were brought 
to a level with the surface of Gatun lake 
85 feet above the sea, where we went 
sailing across to be dropped down like- 
wise at the Pacific end. 


We were eight days and nights en 
route to Long Beach, Calif., made a short 
stop in San Diego the seventh day to un- 
load passengers at the World’s Fair. In- 
cidently ninety of Uncle Sam’s fighting 
ships, including battleships, cruisers, tor- 
pedo boats, airplane carriers, submarines, 
etc., forming a sea parade fifteen miles 
long, came steaming into the harbor be- 
hind us, with the dreadnaught Pennsyl- 
vania leading the way, while 416 fighting 
planes were flying low over the fleet, 
forming the greatest mass flight in 
American history, according to the press 
reports. I picked up a paper which pic- 
tured the dove of peace roosting in the 
muzzle of a giant cannon. The front page 
also bore a likeness of Il Duce himself in 
one of his defiant poses, while the head- 
lines carried this caption, “Mussolini de- 
fies the world to stop war.” It made me 
feel as never before the need of hurrying, 
as we go forward with our work of world 
evangel'sm, which seems to move so slow, 
and to think the time of the end is creep- 
ing upon us so fast. 


CONCLUSION 


I have only given you the gist of what 
has transpired during my Latin American 
mission tour which extended over a peri- 
od of six months and four days and car- 
ried me into about forty-nine states and 
provinces in thirteen foreign countries 
and colonies. And it must be remem- 
bered I went out as a perfect stranger 
after I left Brother and Sister Furman in 
Guatemala, C. A., but the Lord wer®: on 
before and opened up the way for my 
coming and often moved upon the hearts 
of the authorities causing them to grant 
special favors and make necessary con- 
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cessions. When I left Barbados other 
prospects had opened up in Trinidad and 
Dominica—other British Islands—as well 
as in British Guiana in South America, 
and over in Spain and other parts of Eu- 
rope. Then while in Panama, on my way 
home, Brother Furman wrote me to come 
back to Guatemala as ten other churches 
were asking for the privilege of coming 
with us. And the best part of it is, God 
completely gave the victory in every bat- 
tle, whether physical or spiritual, con- 
quering every spirit of opposition, until 
no one ever dared stand up in the face of 
the truth to withstand it, and we met 
agnostics and infidels not a few and to 
say the least, it has not been smooth sail- 
ing all the time. I verily believe the phy- 
sical and mental strain of the past six 
months has been more trying than any 
other six years of my ministry and I was 
just in a daze for days after I got home 
and got a chance to relax, but I feel so 
much better now, am picking up weight 
and can hardly get enough to eat, so I 
praise the dear Lord and thank everyone 
of you for your prayers and loyal support 
otherwise. 

I also take this means of thanking 
each member of the Mission Board for 
their hearty co-operation the past year. I 
will be seeing many of our readers at tiie 
General Assembly, if it is God’s will, and 
if I am called upon to serve in this place 
another year I want to make a greater ef- 
fort than ever to spread out with the 
work. of the church in the foreign fields. 
I could pay about $100.00 more than this 
trip cost me and by buying a through 
ticket make a complete circle of the 
globe, visiting all or most of the world’s 
great mission fields.

phasized. Spiritual singing certainly has a 
divinely appointed place in the church. 
But how much church music, in the or- 
dinary sense, has no such place, but is a 
human substitute, which by custom, has 
unfortunately, with many, become an or- 
dinance. How often we quote that fa- 
miliar exhortation of the apostle, “Be 
filled with the Spirit,” but do not notice 
what immediately follows. “Speaking to 
yourselves in psalms and hymns and spiri- 
tual songs, singing and making melody in 
your heart to the Lord” (Eph, 5:19). In 
this epistle prayer is connected with the 
Holy Ghost: ‘Praying in the Spirit.” The 
church is builded together “in the Spirit,” 
and “strengthened with power through 
his Spirit,” and “‘access in one Spirit unto 
the Father.” How strong are all these 
expressions. But as real the worship of 
praise is connected with the Holy Ghost 
and made dependent on His power. Then, 
what can an unregenerated person know 
of such a spiritual service? And how car 
we count it scriptural, and in harmony 
with the spirit of the worship of God’s 
house, to introduce unconverted and even 
worldly persons to lead and bless us in 
song? Or how can we use songs and mu- 
sic composed by the unsaved, in our 
spiritual worship? Can they create a 
track on which the Holy Ghost and His 
spiritual worshippers can travel? Nay, 
verily. 

Notice futher, too, that all blessing 
in the church is mutual, including the 
singing, as is here illustrated: “Speaking 
to one another in psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs.” Under the law the priests 
and Levites ministered to the people. Un- 
der the gospel there is a universal priest- 
hood, all minister and all are ministered 
unto. It is “pray one for another”, “con- 
fess one to another”, “exhort one an- 
other”, “love one another”, “bear ye one 
another’s burdens”, and “‘wherefore com- 
fort one another.” And so with the wor- 
ship of song: “Teaching and admonish- 
ing one another in psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs” (Col. 3:16). This is ac- 
cording to the clearly defined method of 
the Holy Ghost in this dispensation. He 
creates our fellowship with the Head of 
the church, and through Him with one 
another. All blessing in the body is mu- 
tual, and so is the worship which is or- 
dained to maintain and increase that 
blessing. We conclude that the serv- 
ice of song has been committed to the 
church, but only under the guidance of 
the Holy Ghost, From among us there 
are those who may be chosen for this 


part of the service as the Lord may bless. 


and lead them. 


We cannot emphasize too strongly the 
administration of the Holy Ghost in di- 
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recting the worship of God’s house. If we 
honor Him as Master of assemblies, study 
to know the secret of surrender to Him, 
cultivate a quick ear for hearing His 
voice, be submissive to keep silence when 
He forbids, as well as to speak when He 
commands, we shall learn how much bet- 
ter is God’s way of conducting the wor- 
ship of His house than man’s way.

good wholesome thoughts on the same 
subject is more edifying. 
VIEW NUMBER THREE 

“Who feedeth a flock and eateth not 
of the milk of the flock?” Or who pas- 
tors a church and receiveth not the tithes 
of the church? The shepherd’s duty is to 
feed the flock, and the flock’s duty is to 
give the shepherd some milk, or at least 
the tenth of it. The milk is the income of 
the flock, and the tenth of it is supposed 
to go for the shepherd’s support. So 
don’t be greedy and eat up the shepherd’s 
good food that he gives you and then un 
the day of your income or on milk day, 
in return drink up all the milk too. Don’t 
muzzle him, let him get some milk. The 
laborer is worthy of his hire. If you have 
called him for your pastor he is then 
worthy of receiving your carnal things. 
A sister or brother that will sit and fill up 
until his or her soul will run over with joy 
while the pastor is delivering his soul and 
then drink up all of the milk on milk 
(pay) day, she or he is not a true Church 
member, but is classed with other rob- 
bers of God. 

Tithing is God’s plan for the support 
of His ministers, and the ministerial serv- 
ice is God’s plan of soul-saving, and if 
you withhold your tithes from this 
worthy cause, you will be found guilty ot 
robbery when you stand before the judg- 
ment seat of God. Don’t say you cannot 
see into paying tithes. You can believe ev- 
ery other part of the Scriptures, but 
when you come to tithing you cannot see 
or believe. You can’t fool God. He knows 
you see the light on it, and you know it 
is God’s plan, so come on, Church of God 
members, and do your duty as a loyal 
member ought to do. You say the Church 
of God is the Bride of Christ and you 
are in it, Say, don’t you know that Christ 
is not going to marry a robber? If you 
are robbing God of the support of the 
gospel of His Son, do you think you will 
be in the Bride? When the Church spreads 
her wings for her journey, I’m afraid ail 
robbers will drop off with a guilty and 
condemned heart before she starts, and 
will have to wait for the resurrection of 
the wicked and stand before the Judge 
and be condemned as “ a robber.” 

Do you believe a sinner can be a Chris- 
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tian and a sinner at the same time? You 
will at once say no, it cannot be possi- 
ble according to the Scriptures. Neither 
do I believe that you (I mean you non- 
tithe payers) can be Christians and rob- 
bers at the same time. Some of you 
Church of God members have been in 
the church for years and never have 
given anything to see her spread the gos- 
pel to other souls. Paul says, “No man 
can live to himself.” Quit robbing God 
and pay tithes and then you can rejoice 
at all of the Church of God teachings. 
You agreed to take them as your disci- 
pline and accepted them when you were 
added to the church. They are rot bind- 
ing, only a Bible doctrine, and why not 
heed them, “Even so hath the Lord or- 
dained that they which preach the gos- 
pel should live of the gosepl.” For our 
sakes, no doubt, this was written, that 
he that ploweth should plow in hope, and 
he that thresheth in hope should be par- 
takers of his hope. “If we have sown un- 
to you spiritual things, is it not a great 
thing if we reap your carnal things.” Do 
you not know that they which minister 
about the holy things live of the things 
of the temple, and they which wait at 
the altar are partakers with the altar?

8—There can be no seminary or reli- 
gious theological school to train candi- 
dates for the ministry. 

9—The children are debauched by a 
compulsory sex education.
